THE STAYERS: After the running of the 
Pimlico Special on November 29, the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Clubs meeting was given over to 
distance runners and snowbirds. First of the 
features for long-winded horses of stakes class 
was the 16th running of the Exterminator 
Handicap, which carried $10,000 in added 
money and was contested for over a distance 
of one and one-half miles. A heavy track occa¬ 
sioned three scratches, leaving a field of four to 
seek first money of $7,146.25. 

E. Austin Byrne’s Civet, winner of the final 
stakes of the New York season—the 2 1/16- 
mile Display Handicap—in his previous start, 
was made the 9-to-10 choice, followed at 13 to 
10 by Ralph Prisco’s Casual Friend, a reformed 
plater. For the first mile the lightweight of the 
field, North Downs Farm Stable’s Freedom Par¬ 
ley, set a slow pace, with the others biding their 
time behind him. After the mile post was passed 
in 1:49 1/5, the favorite took over, with Casual 
Friend moving at him from the outside. Heads 
apart at the eighth pole, the tiring leaders toiled 
away in the final furlong with Casual Friend, in 
the middle of the track where the going was 
firmest, emerging the victor by a neck. Civet 
held second place secure (by eight lengths) 
from Mrs. Janon Fisher, Jr.’s Convoy. Free¬ 
dom Parley, the early pacesetter, gave way to 
trail the field. 

A gelded four-year-old son of Saxony—Casual, 
by Lawrin, Casual Friend posted his first stakes 
victory in the Exterminator. As a two-year- 
old he had been claimed for $7,500 by Angpet 
Farm, one of whose partners is the gelding’s 
present owner, Ralph Prisco. 

Bred by Herbert M. Woolf and trained by 
Edward Nelson, Casual Friend has improved 
with age and distance. On October 29 he had 
been second to Beau Diable in the Long Island 
Handicap. A month later he was second, beaten 
three lengths by Civet, in the Display. 

The Exterminator rounded out his record at 
62 starts, 11 wins, 8 seconds, 8 thirds and $70,- 
411. All but $17,880 of his total earnings was 
gleaned as a four-year-old. 

Jockey Dave Gorman, who always seems to 
do well at Pimlico in the fall, was aboard the 
Exterminator winner. Time of the race, run on a 
heavy track, was 2:47 1/5. The course record 
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of 2:29 3/5 was set by War Trophy in 1948. 
Casual Friend carried 116, one pound less than 
the topweighted Civet . 

A TALE OF TWO CITIES. Racing Secre¬ 
tary Charles J. McLennan regarded Howell E. 
Jackson’s Cross Channel as the least likely of 
the seven starters in the Pimlico Cup. The four- 
year-old gelded son of *Princequillo—Two 
Cities, by Johnstown, was assigned 105 pounds, 
15 less than the topweighted pair of Civet and 
Casual Friend. There are few races in the coun¬ 
try wherein a five-pound weight advantage may 
be of more importance than the 1%-mile Pim¬ 
lico Cup, but Trainer Edward A. Christmas was 
sticking by his guns and Jockey Karl Korte, 
probably because few saddlesmiths at Pimlico 
can make 105 pounds in long underwear. 

As the race was run, Korte’s five pounds of 
overweight didn’t make much difference, as he 
drove Cross Channel to a seven-length victory. 
Despite an apparently safe margin, Korte kept 
his mount under pressure to the end, the logic 
of which escaoed many onlookers in the crowd 
of 16,167. Korte, however, knew Cross Channel 
to be a horse that likes to finish second, and 
was taking no chances. 

The headstrong Mr. Turf, a venerable nine- 
year-old which must have his way, set the pace 
and there wasn’t much that Jockey Willie Les¬ 
ter could do beyond restraining him to a six- 
furlong clocking of 1:15 1/5. Tired of fighting 
for his head, Mr. Turf’s interest slackened after 
the first three-quarters of a mile, at which junc¬ 
ture Cross Channel took command. Once in the 
van, Korte continued to ply his whip, driving 
to a seven-length score. The lightly rigged 
Combahee, which had raced under a $10,000 
claiming tag in his previous start, finished sec¬ 
ond, a neck to the fore of Civet. Then followed 
Mr. Turf, the Exterminator winner Casual 
Friend, and Convoy, whose saddle had slipped. 

Cross Channel stepped the 15^-mile Cup in 
2:44 1/5, a second slower than Market Wise’s 
standard established in 1941. It was the geld¬ 
ing’s first stakes success in a career of 21 starts, 
of which he has won 4, been second 9 times and 
third once. First money of $7,146 increased his 
earnings to $25,258.

ner at both Laurel and Pimlico. A younger half 
sister, Calais Dover (by *Nasrullah), showed 
promise as a two-year-old in 1958 and is likely 
to blossom as the best of Two Cities' brood. All 
three of the Johnstown mare’s issue to race are 
particularly well named. Lucie Manette, Charles 
Dickens fans will recall, was the lady served 
so honorably by Sidney Carton, hero of "A Tale 
of Two Cities.” Carton crossed the channel from 
Calais to Dover to keep a date with the guillo¬ 
tine, thereby sacrificing his life for that of Lucie’s 
lover. 

1958 RESUME: When, several years ago, the 
three major racing associations in the State 
adopted a five-year dates plan, they elected to 
gamble on the whims of weather rather than 
buck prolonged New Jersey opposition which 
they consider as sure as death and taxes. They 
were, in effect, choosing the lesser of two evils. 

In requesting dates that no other major track 
dared accept, Bowie put all its eggs in one bas¬ 
ket. On the premise that a $3,000 minimum 
purse would lure horses from Florida’s warmth, 
Bowie offered the highest minimum purse in the

State. It didn’t work. Disastrous weather, which 
forced the cancellation of six racing days, re¬ 
sulted in an 8 per cent decline in betting and a 
9 per cent dip in attendance during the 1958 
meeting. 

As with Bowie, weather determined the suc¬ 
cess, or lack thereof, at each of the mile track 
meetings. Laurel, operating in the spring and 
early fall, posted gains in both handle and at¬ 
tendance. Pimlico also posted gains during its 
brief May meeting, but in November and De¬ 
cember freezing or near-freezing temperatures 
kept fans away.

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Loome at Bowie 

The appointment of John F. "Jack” Loome 
as Assistant to the President at Bowie Race 
Course was announced by Donald C. Lillis, 
President of the Southern Maryland track, and 
Howard S. Pierce, General Manager.

Everything Is Chaos 

On December 6th at the annual Association 
of Maryland Horse Shows banquet, Mr. George 
W. Stephens, Jr. of Lutherville, was honored for 
a brilliant year of showing. His Dark Chaos 
was champion Green Hunter, Royal Chaos was 
reserve Conformation Hunter, and Coolwood 
was tied for fourth in the Conformation Hunter 
Division. 

Mr. Stephens finds a particular interest in 
raising his own horses to show since sometime 
ago he purchased the mare Royal Wood. This 
mare placed each of the few times that she raced 
over brush, and did equally as well while show¬ 
ing in the Working Hunter classes. 

Her first foal, Coolwood, by Chilly Beau, was 
a bit on the small side, but was a very strongly 
built filly. She won and placed in the Breeder 
Classes of Maryland that are held at Pimlico 
in the spring, and Timonium in the fall. Now 
ten years old, she is every bit as lovely as when 
a three-year-old. She has always brought home 
her share of ribbons. 

In 1957, Mary Kay Hook rode Coolwood to 
fourth place in the Maryland High Score Awards 
in the Junior Division. In ’58 she tied for fourth 
in the Conformation Hunter. Chucky Gore, 
who is better known for piloting his outstand¬ 
ing pony Pretty Penny, rode Coolwood for his 
first year of riding in hunter classes. 

Royal Wood’s next foal, Royal Rule, by Ma¬ 
jority Rule (which stood at Augustus Riggs 
Ill’s) was as outstanding in conformation as 
Coolwood. This colt also placed in the breeder 
classes, and gave a fine performance in the show 
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ring. After two years of showing he was sold 
to Cappy Smith of Middleburg. 

Chaos, which stands at the farm of Augustus 
Riggs IV, has shown by the next four horses 
of his get that he sires outstanding conformation 
prospects. Royal Chaos, a big chestnut gelding, 
is the first of the Chaos horses for Mr. Stephens, 
and has certainly given a very good perform¬ 
ance showing. Many of the shows in Maryland 
this year were not under the Association of 
Maryland Horse Shows, so therefore did not 
count for the points which would have placed 
him higher in the Conformation Hunter divi¬ 
sion. This horse was not broken until he was 
four years old. Mr. Stephens believes in giving 
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his horses plenty of time to grow and develop. 
This horse stands 16 hands, three inches. 

It was decided that, since Royal Wood was 
getting on in age and had surely proved herself 
as a fine broodmare, she be retired to a life of 
ease. 

To continue his breeding activity, Mr. Ste¬ 
phens purchased a dark brown mare, Little 
Darkie, which showed successfully for him. She 
is the dam of the outstanding three-year-old 
(1958) Dark Chaos. This colt is somewhat of 
a rarity, since his education was not begun until 
February, and there was quite a bit of snow. 
Linky Smith, who has broken every one of these 
fine horses, stated in April, just before the Boumi 
Temple show, that Dark Chaos was to be the 
best horse that Mr. Stephens has raised. In the 
Boumi Temple show, his first, he was second in 
the Model Class to Royal Chaos, and placed in 
the Hack class. With Linky his regular rider, he 
went on to be either Champion or Reserve in 
most of the shows in Maryland, including the 
Eastern Shore. He was third in the Champion 
Green Hunter of Eastern Shore. Dark Chaos 
should prove to be an outstanding horse in the 
years to come, whether in Conformation or 
Regular Hunter classes. 

Born Lucky, a big brown two-year-old gelding, 
now in the process of being broken, also estab¬ 
lished ribbons for his owner by placing third in 
the Pimlico Yearling show for colts, and second 
in the Timonium Breeder Show. This horse will 
start his show season in the spring as a first-year 
green, and will certainly have to be outstanding 
to compete with his full brother Dark Chaos 
who will be in his second year green. Mr. Ste¬ 
phens loves every one of his animals but I think 
that he leans just a bit to Born Lucky. 

The youngest of Chaos progeny is Laughing 
Lady, a bay filly which was a twin. The other 
twin died shortly after birth, and Laughing Lady 
was very much on the small side, which conse¬ 
quently placed her behind the better-developed 
fillies in her classes in the breeder shows. How¬ 
ever, right now, she is growing and developing 
very fast and will undoubtedly be another Con¬ 
formation Hunter. 

In reviewing these horses 1 have found that 
Mr. Stephens does not only breed his own show 
horses, but Royal Chaos, Dark Chaos, and Born 
Lucky are registered with the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association as Maryland-breds. This 
coming season of showing should be most pleas¬ 
ing and interesting to Mr. Stephens since he 
certainly has an outstanding stable of horses to 
show .—Peggy Ensor.

Bowie Stakes 

A record added-money stakes program of 
$262,500 has been scheduled by racing secre¬ 
tary, John Turner, Jr., for the 44-day Bowie Race 
Course meeting opening on February 7 and con¬ 
tinuing through March 31. Ten major events are 
on the roster, capped by the $100,000 John B. 
Campbell, Maryland’s richest handicap, which 
will have its sixth running on March 28. 

The Campbell, named for the late racing offi¬ 
cial and handicapper, has taken its place among 
the great Maryland races. Last year’s running 
was captured by Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Promised 
Land. The Jacobs silks were also carried to vic¬ 
tory in the 1954 Inaugural by Joe Jones. Subse¬ 
quent runnings were won by Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt’s Social Outcast, Brookmeade Stable’s Sailor 
and Jan Burke’s Dedicate. 

The $10,000-added Prince George’s Stakes is 
the only new event on the schedule, The three- 
year-old test for Maryland foals replaces the 
Bowie Breeders’ which was for Maryland-foaled 
two-year-olds. The change in the eligibility con¬ 
dition for older horses was made at the recom¬ 
mendation of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation. 

Nominations for the stakes close on February 
2. The schedule follows:

Mar. 7—Barbara Frietchie Handicap, $25,000, 
three-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, six fur¬ 
longs. 

Mar. 14 — Bowie Handicap, $25,000, three- 
year-olds and up, 1 1/16 miles. 

Mar. 21—Governor’s Gold Cup, $30,000, 
three-year-olds, seven furlongs. 

Mar. 28 — John B. Campbell Handicap, 
$100,000, three-year-olds and up, 1 1/16 miles. 

Mar. 30—Prince George’s Stakes, $10,000, 
three-year-olds, Maryland foals, six furlongs.

H. Carroll Brown 

H. Carroll Brown, retired stockbroker, sports¬ 
man and former president of the Maryland 
Jockey Club, died on December 28 at the age 
of 84. 

He had retired many years ago. During recent 
years he was in failing health. 

Mr. Brown had been ranked among the lead¬ 
ing stockbrokers and clubmen of Baltimore and 
New York during the first decades of this 
century and was keenly interested in racing 
throughout his life. 

Through 1911 his life centered on Brookwood, 
the Green Spring Valley estate and ancestral 
home of the Carrolls which has been in the 
Brown family some 100 years. 

The estate, sold in 1911, was later known as 
the Emerson Farms and is now the site of St. 
Paul’s School for Boys. 

Mr. Brown was born March 21, 1874, at 
Brooklandwood, eldest son of George and 
Frances Winchester Brown, the third generation 
to own the estate. 

Early Maryland Hunt Cup races, including 
the first in 1894, and the Brooklandwood Cross 
Country Handicap ended on the family estate 
and sparked Mr. Brown’s interest in riding. He 
did much to stimulate interest in steeplechase 
events. 

He became a well-known cross country rider 
and was identified with the Green Spring Valley 
'hunting set,” among them the Stewarts, Nich¬ 
olases and Bonsais. He organized the first Mid- 
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night Steeplechase at Brooklandwood and rode in 
the race. 

After assisting in reorganizing the Maryland 
Jockey Club, which runs Pimlico Race Course, 
Mr. Brown became vice president and later pres¬ 
ident about 1904. 

He was given a life-time honorary member¬ 
ship and was the Maryland Jockey Clubs oldest 
member. 

For many years Mr. Brown held a seat on the 
New York Stock Exchange. He spent a large 
part of his time in New York where he was also 
a member of prominent clubs. Among them, he 
was a life member of the Brook Club. 

Mr. Brown was also a member of the Elkridge 
Club, the Baltimore Country Club, the Maryland 
Club and an honorary member of the Grey’s Inn 
Point Ducking Club. 

At one time he had been master of the Green 
Spring Hounds. 

Surviving him are two daughters, Mrs. Mar¬ 
garet Brown Trimble and Miss Frances Carroll 
Brown, both of Baltimore, and three sisters, Mrs. 
Walter Winchester Keith of Baltimore and Chi¬ 
cago, Mrs. Honore Palmer of Sarasota, Fla., and 
Mrs. Stanley Field of Lake Forest, Ill.

The Other Round Table 

Fortunately for Round Table, recently named 
Horse of the Year, the original horse of that 
name was just an ordinary performer. Other¬ 
wise, the world’s leading money-winner would 
be carrying a different moniker. 

The Jockey Club does not permit a horse to 
be named for an outstanding performer of the 
past. Consequently there can never be another 
Man o’ War, Native Dancer or Tom Fool. The 
rule, however, permits the re-use of names of 
ordinary horses, provided that a period of 15 
years has elapsed. 

The original Round Table, a bay son of *Sir 
Gallahad III-Priscilia Ruley, was bred by the 
famed Belair Stud of William Woodward. 
Foaled in 1931, he was catalogued in the Sara¬ 
toga Sales but not sold. He was sold privately 
to the late Sylvester W. Labrot and made his 
racing debut in 1933 in the Labrot colors. 

Despite his fashionable breeding, Round 
Table "the first” did not come up to expecta¬ 
tions, failing to win in 13 starts at two. Dropped 
into claiming races at three, Round Table man¬ 
aged to reach the winner’s circle three times 
in 26 starts. Because of his bloodlines. Round 
Table was claimed several times. In 1937, Hirsch 
Jacobs, considered by many to be the shrewdest 
claimer in racing, picked up Round Table for 
one of his many patrons, N. W. Adrians. 

Under Jacobs, Round Table compiled his best 
record, winning 12 of his 37 starts. Some of 
his victories were in classified handicaps. 

During his six years of racing, Round Table 
started 97 times, winning 18, running second 
13 times, and third 10 times for earnings of 
$17,140. In one respect he resembled the pres¬ 
ent Round Table; he set two track records, one 
at a mile and a sixteenth at Long Branch, in 
Canada, and the other at a mile and three- 
eighths, at Hialeah. 

Ironically, if the previous Round Table had 
been retained by Belair Stud he would have 
been trained by "Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons, con¬ 
ditioner of Bold Ruler, rival of the present 
Round Table. Coincidentally, the first Round 
Table turned in his best performances when 
ridden by Eddie Arcaro. The only time Arcaro 
rode the present Round Table he finished a 
dismal fifth in the Woodward Stakes. 

The present Round Table had earned $1,336,- 
364 to the end of 1958 and set or tied seven 
track records during the year. 
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NS&H Figures 

The National Steeplechase and Hunt Associa¬ 
tion has released figures on leaders of the infield 
sport during 1958. 

In a 'photo finish,” Mrs. Marion duPont 
Scott, of Montpelier, Va. topped the money- 
winning owners with a total of $77,047. Most 
of this was accounted for by Benguala, a four- 
year-old home-bred, which annexed the rich 
Temple Gwathmey as well as the Brook and 
Saratoga chases. Benguala led the list of money¬ 
winning jumpers with a total of $57,925. 

Mrs. Michael G. Walsh of Southern Pines, 
N. C., trailed Mrs. Scott by less than $500 with 
winnings of $76,576. Racing a well-balanced 
stable which is trained by her husband, major 
winners for Mrs. Walsh were Rythminhim, 
$24,588 and Cloonroughan, $21,000. 

Just nudged out for win and place honors, 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps of Roslyn, L. I., won 
$74,826. Her stable included Neji, "Steeple¬ 
chaser of the Year,” winner of the Gland Na¬ 
tional with seasonal earnings of $34,246, and 
the leading jumper of the spring season, An¬ 
cestor, with $22,995 to his credit. 

D. M. Smithwick of Hyde, Md., easily led 
the list of leading trainers for the second year 


in succession with $186,508, and 43 winning 
races. Smithwick handled the Phipps’ jumpers 
as well as those of Mrs. June McKnight and 
other owners. 

Michael G. Walsh was the runner-up in both 
money and races won with $102,591 and 30 
victories respectively. 

Raymond G. Woolfe of Camden, S. C., was 
third on the list of money-winning trainers with 
$80,702, most of which was earned with jump¬ 
ers owned by Mrs. Marion duPont Scott. 

Although eighth in the money won classi¬ 
fication, trainer Morris H. Dixon of Newtown 
Square, Pa., was third in races won with 18 
winners. Dixon campaigned a sizable string for 
Philadelphia sportsman, C. Mahlon Kline. 

In the riding division, it was a neck-and-neck 
contest between Paddy Smithwick and Tommy 
Walsh until late in the season. However, a 
virus-inflamed kidney ailment kept Walsh on 
the sidelines from early October. He finished 
second with 28 wins to Smithwick’s 38. At 
present, Smithwick is in Ireland with Neji, 
where the two will seek fresh victories in the 
spring in both Ireland and England. 

Edwin Deveau of Hicksville, N. Y., was third 
on the list of leading riders with 17 victories.
